Where there are 
two or three gathered together in my Name, 
there am I in the midſt of them. 

/ For this Cauſe good Chriſtians have ſo great 
an Eſteem for thoſe Religious Sodalities, that 
they are every where, in Catholick Countries, 
molt generally frequented; fome enrolling 
themſelves in the Confraternity of the moſt B, 

Trinity; others, in that of the Roſary ; ſome 
take the Cord of St. Fraxcis ; others join them- 


1elves to the Sodality of the Jeſuits, or to that 


of the B. Sacrament ; every one according to 
his particular Devotions. But, above all other 

Confraternities, that of the Scapular, or of the 
'Habit of the moſt Bleſſed, and ever glorious 
Virgin Mary, hath for 'theſe many Years ob- 
*tained the Devotion of all People throughout 
the whole Chriftian World; inſomuch, that 
all States, both Secular and Eecleſiaſtical, though 
never ſo eminent, have continually procured 

and with earneſt Affection deſire to be inveſted, 
wich this ſacred Livery, and have worn it day

ſacred Habit alſo hath 
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quenched the Flames, 
when it hath been thrown into the Fire. It 
hath appeaſed violent lempeſts, when it hath 
been caſt into the Sea by thoſe that were in 
Danger. Briefly it is known by daily Experience, 
that the Scapu ar is a ſovereign Preſervative, 
and Remedy againſt all the Eyils of this Life, 
both ſpiritual and temporal; inſomuch that 
the Deviis many 'Times have been heard to 
howl, and cry moſt miſerably, ſaying, Wo 0 
Us, by reaſin of th: ſacred Scapular ef the B. 
Virgin Mary of Mount Carmel. 
Theſe are the motives which induced me to 
publiſh this little Treatiſe of the Effects of the 
holy Scapu ar, to the End that I might hereby 
communicate ſo great a Treaſure to the 
Catholics of England, ta whom the Devotion of 


the Scapular, or Habit of the ſacred Virgin, 


leemed particularly to appertain, tlio' at pre- 
{ent they are totally ignorant of it. For of all the 
Proyinces of Zurepe, Iingland was tne firſt that 
admitted the religious Men of the Order of the 
B. Virgin AM wy of Mount Garmel, when the 
Perſecution of the Szracens obliged them to 
forſake Palefiine, their native foil. Secondly, 
ic was an Eagliſbman to whom the ſacred ; 
Virgin gave the Scapulzr with her own Hands. 
Thirdly, this Apparation of the B, Virgin was 
made here in England, in the Carmelites Con- 
vent of Cambridge. Fourthly, it was in England 
that the $24.27 wrought its firlt miraculous

tion of the Scapular firſt had its beginning; the

| This holy Prophet praying on Mount Carmel, 
las it is related, 4 Tags 18) ſaw a little Cloud 


{ riſe from the Sea, which he knew, from a Pro- 


phetical Notion, to ſignify the glorious Virgin 
t Mary, who was to ſpring forth out of the in- 
| fefied and bitter Sea of our corrupt Nature, 
; Vithout apy Corruption; and like an auſpicious 
Cloud, being reſolved with the force of the 
Holy GhoRt's Deſcent on her, ſhe was to water 
this barren World with the heavenly Dew of 
the expected Mefſias. Wherefore, by expreſs 
Command of Almighty God, he preſently 
began to inftitute a religious Congregation, 
which was to be dedicated to the Honour, 
Service and Imitation of this ſacred Virgin, as 


it is at large related by ohn the 44th Patriarch 


of Feruſalem, de ortu Monachorum, cap. 33. 
And foraſmuch as we affirm Elias to have becn 


the Author of Monaſtick Diſcipline ; it is aſ- 


ſerted by many holy Fathers, St. Athanaſius in 
vita S. Antonii; S. Hierom Epiff. ad Paulinum; 
which is, De Inſt itutione Monachi, Caſſiauus, lib.

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The Diſciples, aud ſucceffors of Elias are 
named in the holy Scriptures Sons of the Pro- 
pets. And they io ch multiplied in a ſhort 
Time, that their glorious Founder, before his 
Tranſlation ('tis thought) into the terreſtrial 
Paradife, had the conſolation to ſee Convents 


« erected in Bethel, Ferico, Gilga! and Samaria ;

Elias being taken away by a Whirl-wind, 
Elifzus \ucceeded him, not only in the double 
ſpirit of Propheſy and Miracles, but alſo in the 
| Government of the prophetical Order; as is 
ſufficiently expreſſed in the ſecond chapter of the 
| 4th Book of the King:: which he much avg- 
| mented by his Authority. In 4 Kizgs, chap. 4. 
; Tpecial mention is made of miracles that he did 
in Favour of thoſe that lived in Galgala, and

In the Year 1282, certain Prelates of theFaſt ] , 
being informed that the Antiquity uf the O1cer 
of Carmeitzes was called in Doubt, they wrue 
2 Letter to the Pope, dated the 23d of Ser tenler, 
in che City of Accs, which is 1elated by Wal-: 
werfis, de ſaci amentalilus, lit. 9. cap. dg. In 
tins Letter the Archbiſhop of V:co/ia, the Biſbop 
of Hebron, the Biſhop of Tileriade, and other | 
Prelates do atteſt, that this O1der flouriſhed on 
Mount Carmel, and other Places of the Eaſt, 
from Time immemorable. 
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Many other Teftimonies may ea ſily be pro- 
duced, for the verifying this Aſfertion; but I 
remit the reader to greater Volumes, which 
have been publiſhed concerning the ſame matter; 
and I wil concludein ſhewing what was formerly 


the Opinion of our famous Univerſity of Cam- 


bridge concerning this Point. The Year 1374, 
a great Diſpute was excited here in England, 
about the Antiquity and Title of the Carmelites ; 
who, as we ſhall ſhew hereafter, are called 
Brothers and Si ſters of the blefled Virgin Mary 
of Mount Carmel. For the deciding of this 
controverſy, the Univerſity of Cambridge de- 
puted ſeveral Doctors, both of Divinity, and of 


the Canonical and civil Law, amongſt whom 
was John Doneroick, chancellor of the Univei- 
ſity, and many other eminent andlearned Perſons. 
Aker a long and ſerious Examination of what- 
ever could be alledged on both ſides, this learn- 
ed and honourable Aſſembly publiſhed the fol- 
lowing Decree in our Fayour: * We having 
* heard the Reaſons and Allegations, and more- 
* over, having ſeen, read, heard and examined 


the Privileges, Chronicles, and antient Writ- 
ings of the ſaid Order (of the B. Virgin Mary 
of Mount Carmel) we pronounce, determine, 
and declare, (as is manifeſt to us by the ſaid 
* Hiſtories, and other antient Writings) that the 
Brothers of this Order are really the Imitators 
and Succeſſors of the holy Prophets Elias and 
Eliſcus. Giden at Cambridge, the 23d of 
Feb. 1374.

in ſo great a Veneration among the People, for 


their admirable Virtues, Piety, and perfection 
of Life, that they were 2 eſteemed to 
have ſomething above human Nature. And 
Herod himſelf, who was grown to that Height of 
Impiety, that he ſeemed to contemn all other 
Things, how holy ſoever ; nevertheleſs, he had 

theſe ſacred Perſons in a great deal of Honour 
and Veneration ; and this is the Cauſe, (as I 
ſuppoſe) that when the reſt of the Jews were led 
captives to Babylon in the time of Nebuchodonczor, 
thoſe devout ſuccefiors of Blias were permitted 
to retain the antient Habitation of Mount Carmel, 
where they happily and religiouſly perſevered 


till that time wherein God choſe to redeem the 


World by the Incarnation and Death of his 
beloved Son, whoſe Virzin Mother living at 
Nazareth, three Miles diſtant only from Mount 
Carmel, ſhe did often viſit thoſe religious Her- 
mits, and honour them by her Friendſhip, and 
familiar converſation, as the chapter following 
vill relate.

N 2 H E Plenitude of Time approaching, in 


which Almighty God, moved with com- 
paſſion towards Mankind, had decreed to blot 
out the ſins of the World, by the moſt precious 
Blood of his only begotten Son, and our divine 
Saviour : 'This joyful News of our approaching 
Redemption was by divine Revelation made 
known to ſome of the religious Followers f 
Elias and Eliſeus, then living in the ſolitude of 
Mount Carmel, who (above all others) did moſt 
earnefily deſire, and expect the Nativity of that 
ſacred Virgin, which was to be the Mother of 
the Ceſired Mae, as they had been inſtructed 
by the holy Patriarch Elias; aud it was kept as à 
certain Tradition amonęſt them, that their 
Order was founded in Honour and Imittion cf 
the molt pure and immaculate Virgin, who was

St. Ann had her Hnuſe at Nazareth, which is 
diſtant only three miles from that part of Mount 
Curmel, where the ſons of the Prophets (named 
Eſſeni or dA ffidui)had their Habitation; wherefore 
the moſt B Virgin, together with her Mother, 
vas Wont oftentimes to return thither; and, by 
Reaſon of their Virtue and Sanctity, ſhe took a 
particular Delight in converſing and diſcour ſing 
tamiliarly with them. She inſtructed them in 
many Things that concerned our Saviour; ſhe 
comtorted them in their Adyerſities; ſheexhorted 
hem to Perſeverance, and aſſured them of her 
A ſſiſtance, Protection and Pravers. On the other 
Hie, thoſe hermitical Fathers knowing affuredly 
that this was the Viroin whom the holy Patriarch 
and Prophet Elias had foreken above nine 
hundred Years before ſhe was born, under the

But theſe grand 
Devouts of the B. Virgin, had ever Recourſe to 
Almighty God, thro' the interceſſion of their 
ſacred Advocate, and Patroneſs; and this Mo- 
ther of mercy never failed to aſſiſt them in their 
moſt urgent Neceffities, as the following Ex- 


amples will ſufficiently make manifeſt. 


In the Year 1216, Honorius III. being Pope, 
and St. Cyril of Conflantinople General of the 
Order, a perſecution was raiſed againſt it, under 
pretext that the Rule of the Order was not 
confirmed, and conſequently the Order was 
not to be tolerated, according to the Decrees of 
the Lateran Couneil, celebrated the Year be- 
fore, 1215, under [nnoc-nt III.

Inſeruct ions how the Scatular is to be received, 
and worn, and what is requtred to gain the 
N ivileges annexed I it. 


E haying briefly declared the origon of 
this Confraternity, together with the 
Profits, Privileges, and Benefits of it; it remains 
only, that we give b:ief Inſtructions how the 
Scapular of our B. Lady of Mount Carmel, 
which is the badge of the Confraternity, is to be 
received, and what the obligations are of thoſe 
that weer it. . : 


Thoſe 
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Ihoſe therefore, that deſire to put themſelves 
der the protection of the moſt immaculate and 
ver Virgin Mary of Mount Carmel, and to 
njoy the aforeſaid Privileges by entering into 
he C onfraternity of the holy Seapular ; muſt 
firſt be admitted thertunto by ſome ſuperior 
tne Order of Carmelites, or by ſome other 
Keli2tous of the ſame Order, that hath Com- 
niſſion from the Superiour to admit Perſons. 
Ine Scapular muſt be bleſt and given with 
he Fragers and Ceremonies which are deſigned 
tor thut Purpote. Alfo, according to the lau- 
la e cuſtom of our holy Order, the names of 
hole that receive the Scapular are to be written 
down 1: the Ebook of the Confraternity. 

The scapular muft be made of Cloth, Serge, 


For vtl:er Stuff, and not of Silk, though it may 


wel! be Hud with Silk, or embroidered with 
zold and Silver. It muſt be of a brown or 
tawny colour: The reaſon of this is, becauſe 
it is vn in honour of the moſt B. Virgin Mary, 
of whom it is attefled by Baron; Tom. 1. annal. 
Cartnerena, tom. 2. koma!, 4. and by others, that 
ite never wore Silk, but Woollen, and that of the 
ative Colour: fo Egiphanius, lib. 2. cap. 23.

by the yeil of her head.“ In this therefore it is 
meet, that the devoted Children of the B.Virgin 
Mary ſhould imitate their good Mother.

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We faid even now, that when any one enters 
firſt into the Confraternity it is neceſſary that 
the Scapular ſhould be bleſſed. But if that 
comes to be loſt, or worn out, another may be 
taken which need not be bleſſed. The Scapular 
is to be worn continually, Day and Night, and 
nover to be put off till death: alſo it is good to 
be buried with it. The Brothers and Siſters 
muſt wear it about their Necks, not in their 
Pockets, or about their Girdles. nor folded up in 
their Breaſt ; for it being a Scapular, muſt be 
worn in form of a Scapular, that is to ſay, 
a Veſt or Habit that hangs over the ſhoulders; 
This, and no more is required to be a Member 
of the holy Confraternity of our bleſſed Lady's 
Scapular, and to participate with the Order of 
Mount Carmel, in all the Privileges above men- 
tioned ; except it be that which we {peak of in 
the ſeventh chapter. So that to be a Member 
of this Confraternity, it is no way neceſſary to 


abſtain from Fleſh on Wedne/Zys, or to ſay the 


Office of the B. Virgin, for this rs done to enjoy 
the Privilege of the Sabh27ine Bull. Neither is 


there any obligation at all of ſa ing ſeven Pater 
Nofters, and ſeven Ave Miria's which: is oniy te i

' Nevertheleſs to be partakers of the Privilege 
which is explained, chap.

What we have ſaid of thoſe that cannot read, 


is alſo to be underſtood of thoſe who tho* they 


can read, they do not underſtand the Office of 
the bleſſed Virgin; and alſo of all them that 
cannot perform the ſaid office by reaſun of their 
continual occupations, as it happens to many

doth aſſure us in his Apaffolical Infiitutions, lib. 
5. cap. 14. And for this cauſe in the primitive 
church, the faithful did faſt on Wedneſday: ; as 
beſides, S! Clement, Loco citato. many do af. 
firm; Ori. in, in cap. o Levit St. Ignatius, 
Mart. St Aug uſtine, Tlieophilactus, c. cited by 
Thomas Serac. part 5. fol. 220. to accompany the 
mortifications of our bleſſed Lady, we mortify 
ourſelves on that day, by abftinence from fleſh, 
relying on the promiſe of our powerful advo-

St. JOSEPH 


HE glorious St. Joſeph was lineally de- 
ſcended from the greateſt kings of the 


| tribe of Juda, and from the moſt illuſtrious of 


the ancient patriarchs ; but his true glory con- 
fied in his humility and virtue. The hiftory 
of his Efe hath not been written by men; but 


his principal actions are recorded by the Holy 


Ghoſt himſelf. God entruſted him with the 
education of his divine Son, manifeſted in the 


fleſh. In this yiew he was eſpouſed to the 


Virgin 
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Virgin Mary. It is an evident miſlake of ſome 
writers, that by a former wife he was the father 
of St. James the Leſs, and of the reft who are 
ſtyled in the goſpels the brothers of our Lord - 


for theſe were only coufin-germans to Chriſt, 


the ſons of Mary, fiſter to the bleſſed Virgin, 
wife of Alphæus, who was living at the time 
of our Redeemer's oruciſixion. St. Jerom 
aſſures us, that St. Joſeph always preſerved his 
virgin chaſtity ; and it is of Faith that nothing 
contrary thereto ever took place with regard to 
his chaſte ſpouſe, the bleſſed Virgin Mary. 
He was given her by Heaven to be the protector 
of her chaſtity, to ſecure her from calumnies 
in the birth of the Son of God, and to aſhft 
her in his education, and in her journies, 
tatigues and perſecutions. How great was the 


purity and ſanctity of him who was choſen the 


guardian ofthe moſt ſpotleſs Virgin? This holy 
man ſeems for a conſiderable time, to have been 

unacquainted thatthe great myſtery of theIncar- 
nation had been wrought in her by the Holy 
Ghoſt. Conſcious therefore of his own chaſte 
behaviour towards her, it could not but raiſe 
a great concern in his breaſt, to find that not- 
withſtanding the ſanctity of her deportment, 


yet he might be well aſſured that ſhe was with |; 


child. But being a juſt man, as the ſcripture 
calls him, and conſequently poſſeſſed of all 
virtues, eſpecially of charity and mildneſs 
towards his neighbour, he was determined to 


leave her privately, without either condemning |. 
or accuſing her, committing the whole cauſe to. 
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dd.. [Theſe his perfect diſpoſitions were ſo 
cceptable to God, the lover of juſtice, charity 
xd peace, that before he put his deſign in ex- 
xcution, he ſent an angel from Heaven, not to 
prehend anx thing in his holy conduct, but to 
pulipate all his doubts and fears, by revealing 
„ him this adorable myſtery. How happy 
hould we be, if we verefas tender in all that 
zards the reputation of our neighbour; as 
re from entertaining any injurious thought or 


5 Whatever certainty, our conjectures, 
ſenſes may ſeem to rely on; and as guarded 
nur tongue! We commit theſe faults only 
becauſe in our hearts we are devoid of that 
true charity and ſimplicity, whereof St. Joſeph 
ſets us ſo eminent an example on this occaſion.

1 do not remember ever 
have aſked of God any thing by him hi 
I did not obtain. I never knew any one, v 
by tnvoking him did not advance exceedingly 
virtue: for he affiſts in a wonderful manner 
ho addreſs themſelves to him.“ St Francis 
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Sales, throughout his whole nineteenth entertain · 
ment, extremely recommends devotion to him, 
and extols his merits, principally his virginity, 
humility, conftancy and courage. The Syrians 
and other eaſtern churches celebrate his feſtival 
on the 20th of July; the weftern churches on 
the 19th of March. Pope Gregory XV. in 
1621, and Urban VIII. 1642, commanded it to 
be kept a holyday of obligation; but to prevent 
abuſes, this and other holidays were retrenched 
by Pius VI. 1778. | 
The holy family of Jeſus, Mary and Joſeph, 
preſents to us the moſt perfect model of heavenly 
converſationon earth. How did thoſe ſeraphims 
Mary and Joſeph, live in their poor cottage ? 


They always enjoyed the preſence of Jeſus,

THERE are in Rome three patriarchalſ- 


churches, in which the Pope officiates 
on different feſtivals, and at one of which he 
always reſides when in the city. Theſe are 
Baſilics of St. John Lattern, St. Peter's on the 


Vatican hill, and St. Mary Major. This laft ie“ 


ſo called becauſe it is, both in antiquity and 
dignity, the firſt church in Rome among thoſe 
that are dedicated to God in honour of the 


Virgin Mary. The name of the Liberian Ea-| 


filic was given it, becauſe it was founded in 


the time of Pope Liberius, in the fonrth century; 
it was conſecrated under the title of the Virgin 


Mary, by Sixtus III. about the year 435. Ir is 
alſo called St. Mary ad Nives, or at the Snow, 
from a popular tradition, that the Mother of 
God choſe this place for a church under her 
invocation by a miraculous ſnow that fel! up 
this ſpot in ſummer, and by a viſion in whic 
ſhe appeared to a patrician named John, who 
munificently founded and endowed this churct 
iu the pontificate of Liberius. The ſame Ba ſilit 
has ſometimes been known by the name of 8 
Mary ad Prezſepe, from the holy crib or mange 


| expoſed. It is

birth. It reſembles an ordinary manger is

This church is, at leaſt next to Loretto, the 
moſt famous place in the whole world for the 
devotion of the faithful to the Mother of God- 


They here aſſemble with great fervour from 


many parts of Chriſtendom, to unite their ſuf- 
frages together in prai 28 for the mercies 
he has ſhewn to this holy Virgin, and through 


her to the whole world; and in imploring her 


patronage and interceſſion. Supplications which 
are public and general are moſt honourable ts 
God, and powerful in obtaining his mercy. To 
lay nothing of the precious relicks of many 
ſaints which are there depoſited, and the many 
great graces which by the joint prayers of the 

ithful have been there obtained for che whole 


church; this circumſtance alone ſuffices parti- 


cularly to recommend the ſanity of this and 
other ſuch venerable churches beyond all that 
could ſet off the Temple of Solomon in the 
ſewiſh law. 

The church which is always ſolicitous, by the 
mouths of her paſtors, to inſtruct her children 
in the moſt powerful means of attaining to ſal-
